ARRANGEMENTS ARE NOW BE-, 


ING MADE FOR DOCKING AND 


WAREHOUSE 
FACILITIES 
IN 


ALL THE TOWNS. 


That there will be a dally freight 


boat service between this city and 
Jacksonville within 18 months is tbe 
prediction of C. A. Cawley, who 
is 


Interested in the Howard Transporta- 
tion company, and who spent several 
days the last week in this -city in- 
vestigating the prospects for obtain- 
ing docking facilities here when tha 
company starts its line of boats ply- 
ing the inland waterway between th& 
metropolis of the state and the town* 
along the waterway. 


Mr. Cawley attended the regular 


meeting of the local board of trade 
last Friday night and, in an informal 
way, 
told something of the plans ot 


the Howard company for operating a 
line of boats through the canals. This 
company is now operating a freight 
boat service on the St. Johns river 
and another line between Jacksonville* 
and St Augustine. 


The plan Is to extend the service 


from St. Augustine south and handle 
all kinds of freight along the route? 
of the inland waterway. The service- 
will be started as scon as arrange- 
ments can be completed for docking 
facilities at the various towns along 
the waterway, which will probably 
be early this summer. At first the- 
service will probably be continued on- 
ly as far south as Cocca, but later it 
IS planned to extend It as far south, 
as Stuart and this will be done as. 
soon as the company can obtain a 
sufficient number of boats to handler 
tbe business. 


The company now has in an order 


for three new boats for this service 
and one of the boats which has beeir 
ttf commission ia now on the way* 
being remodelled and enlarged pur- 
posely for this work. Tbe plan is to 
furnish an express boat service aft 
soon aa the arrangements can be per- 
'fefcted and Mr. .Cawley believes tha 
company can provide a service which, 
will be, entirely satisfactory to the 
people along the route. Tha express 
boat plan calls for one or two vessel* 
to handle all the business between 
Jacksonville and Daytona, with an 
additional one or two boats to come 
directly from Jacksonville to New 
Smyrna to take care of the business 
from this point south and handle no 
business between th-s city and Jack- 
sonville

Jacksonville within 18 months is the 
prediction of C. A. Cawley, who is 
Interested in the Howard Transporta- 
tion company, and who spent several 
aays the last week in this -city in- 
vestigating the prospects for obtain- 
ing docking facilities here when the 
company starts ita line of boats ply- 
ing the inland waterway between th& 
metropolis of the state and the town* 
along the waterway. 


Mr. Cawley attended the regular 


meeting of the local board of trade 
last Friday night and, in an informal 
way, told something of the plans ot 
the Howard company for operating a 
line of boats through the canals. This* 
company ia now operating a freight 
boat service on the St. Johns river 
and another line between Jacksonville* 
and St Augustine. 


The plan Is to extend the service 


from St. Augustine south and handle 
all kinds of freight along the route- 
of the inland waterway. The service- 
will be started as scon as arrange- 
ments can be completed for docking; 
facilities at the various towns along 
the waterway, which will probably 
be early this summer. At first the- 
service will probably be continued on- 
ly as far south as Cocca, but later it
